Near 
Cimbroslavawk, our patrols dominat- 
ing the advance ground repulsed sev- 
eral Russian detachments. 


"North of Somoce, in the Oitus val- 
ley, our fire pushed back the Russians, 
who twice attacked. 


"Army group of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen. 
In great Wallachia new 
engagements are in progress. 


"Our Dobrudja army has captured 
Isaktcha and is now attacking 
the 
bridgehead of Matchin." 


Regarding operations on the Rus- 
sian front today's army headquarters' 
statement says:

Nearly $36. 


Fort Wayne people in their hustling 
and bustling that is very common at 
Christmas time did not forget the Red 
Cross Christmas seals. 
The Christmas 
morning mail received at the Anti- 
Tuberculosis league headquarters net- 
ted the fund nearly thirty-live dolíais. 
This brings the total sale of Red Cross 
seals to 371,129.

Surprise Baid Executed by 
Dominion Soldiers is 
Successful. 


W i t h the British Armies in France, 
Dec. 
24.—^Via 
London. 
Dec. 
25.— 
( P r o m a Staff Correspondent of the

Press.)—North of 
Arras 
c e r W n Canadian troops have just ac- 
coro.plished w h a t the British officers 
declare m a r k s a new phase in modern 
trench 
warfare. 
In 
a 
raid, 
which, 
however, was m u c h more than a raid, 
they succeeded in putting out of ac- 
tion, temporarily a t least, an 
entire 
battalion of German infantry. 
They 
took 59 prisoners, including one com- 
missioned officer, and estimated that 
they killetf 150 Germans in dug-outs, 
which were blown to atoms a f t e r their 
occupants refused to surrender. 
The 
Canadian losses were extremely light. 


The "raid" took place a t 3 o'clock 
ill the afternoon on a front of four 
hundred yards. 
The German prison- 
ors admit t h a t they were taken com- 
pletely by surprise. 
The officer cap- 
tured said 
he 
was 
convinced 
that 
.'jomething was about to h ^ p e n , 
but 
believéd t h a t the attack was coming 
on Christmas eve. 
He reported to the 
higher command, 
but 
received 
no 
.iiipport. 


The Canadians, mostly stalwart men 
f r o m 
the 
plains 
of 
Manitba, Sas- 
kachewan, Alberta, had skillfully es- 
tablished themselves well forward so 
that when the artillery had 
ceased 
the preparatory fire they were in the 
German f r o n t line trenches 
in 
less 
than two 
minutes. 
The 
officer in 
command, who was reporting the raid 
to brigade headquarters by telephone, 
said that he had hardly uttered 
the 
words, "they're off," before he had to 
say, 
"there're 
in." 
Consternation 
reigned

the 
Germans, 
who 
scrambled for the saps and 
dug-outs 
leading to the rear trenches, while the 
Canadians pelted 
them

One of the officers engaged said: 


"As we entered the trenches m a n y 
Germans broke for the dugouts. 
All 
who did were subsequently well cared 
fox-. Each of our men was given def- 
inite instructions for his precise task 
and a m a p of the enemy's trenches 
which proved absolutely correct. E a c h 
m a n knew every detail of the 
pro- 
posed operation. 
They were delighted 
at this and entered the fight with great 
cheers. 
W h e n 
they came 
out 
two 
hours later they were singing and as 
happy as schoolboys over a holiday. 
The neatness and dispatch with which 
the raid was carried out were unique. 
The artillery co-operation of the Brit- 
sh guns was perfection. 
Beautifully 
placed curtains of fire prepared 
our 
advance, and, creeping forward, pro- 
protected us as they proceeded to de- 
molish the enemy trenches and dug- 
outs. 
The program had given the m e n 
an hour and a half for their work but 
the cleanup was accomplished in an 
hour and ten minutes, and the raiders 
signalled they were ready to return to 
their own trenches." 


No attempts was made at a counter 
attack until the following night when 
the Germans bombarded and 
raided 
their own first line—or what was left 
of it—thinking that the raiders were 
still there. 
As a matter of fact the 
Canadians who carried out the oper- 
ations were miles away. 
They were 
, not part of the fighting line, but on rest 
vand had gone forward for this partic- 
ular piece of work which was planned 
weeks ago.

Those who have taken pains to follow the speeches of Lloyd 
George in England, von Bcthnian-Holhveg in Germany and the utter- 
ances of the governmental leaders of other nations involved in the 
European war Avill be ready to cordially subscribe to the Washington 
view that, as bearing on terms under which peace might be concluded, 
they arc vague, undeiiued and wholly inconclusive. They refer pon- 
derously to "guaranties of lasting peace," to ''places in the sun," to 
''reparation•• and other stipulations without defining what they are 
prepared to accept as compliance with these demands. 
They afford 
absolutely no fixed starting point from which negotiations might be 
undertaken; tliey present no definite goal which, once reached, would 
iiean the end of fighting. All of them evade definite stipulations with 
a skill that amounts to positive genius. All of them, produced largely 
for home consumption, are calculated to thrill the heart of the home- 
land and convince it anew that in all the world's history there was 
aever a nation so manifestlj* misunderstood—never a nation so un- 
justly attacked—and never a nation so positive of ultimate victory as 
.he one at the moment speaking and being spoken to. 


And there are reasons more than one for this forensic maneuver- 
ing, this want of specification and this indefiniteness of stipulation. 
To begin Avith, it is very doubtful if at this time any of the belliger- 
ents has formulated its own terms under a definite category of condi- 
tions and is in position to bring it forward and say: This we will do— 
on this basis we Avill settle.

Harrison street bridge.

A. W. Grosvenor is architect for the 
new bridge. 
H e has prepared a set of 
very comprehensive plans, the con- 
tractors say.

building the bridge is expected amonir 
the several contractors, who appear 
before t h e county commissioners Wed- 
nesday morning. 


According to a letter r&cGived by 
C. B. Williams, president of the Hunt- 
ington branch of the Erie and Michi- 
gan Deep Waterways association f r o m 
B. S. Patterson, secretary of the Lake 
Erie-Ohio River Canal association, the 
work on the barge canal which wjll 
connect the lake with the Ohio river 
will bo started in 1918. It is expected 
that tlitf work will be completed and 
the canal ready Tor commerce in five 
years' time. Mr. Patterson stated that 
the proposed canal would benefit this' 
part of the state to a great extent. H e 
explained in full how much cheaper 
rates could be secured on the canal in 
the shipment of coal.

This inspiriner revelation came as I

The effect these materials produce 
can be gotten from asbestos and min- 
eral wool, draperies and green ma- 
terial. Up-to-date stores sell materials 
which have been chemically treated so 
they are non-inflammable. 


Under no circumstances use can- 
dles for lighting purposes. 


A safe substitute is the small elec- 
trict light globe (varl-colored) fed by 
a portable storage battery^ 


Do not allow Impersonators of San- 
ta Claus to tiso matches. 


If mechanical toys are placed on 
trees make sure the alcohol or other 
fuel used in them is removed.

Have pails of water or a fire ex- 
tinguisher handy. 


If celebration takes place In a pub- 
lic place see that exits and aisles are 
free and have somebody In author- 
ity ready to turn in an alarm. 


Remove all waste paper and other 
Inflammable material

smother the flames with a blanket, or 
overcoat.

Diidîo Company Inaugurates Popular 
Educational Feature. 


The Research club, recently organ- 
lied by the employes of the 
Dudlo 
Manufacturing company, gives prom- 
ise of becoming a valuable aid to its 
members. 
The object of this club is 
the investigation of modern manufac- 
turing 
methods such 
as 
pi'oduction, 
engineering, cost accounting, 
welfare 
work, and kindred subjects. 


To efficently attain this end 
there 
has been outlined a progressive course 
of subjects for study and 
discussion. 
This course 
is a vei y comprehensive 
one, covering 
all 
essential features 
from a detailed consideration of the 
elaborate systems usfd in large con- 
cerns, to the more simple ones 
de- 
signed for small factories. 


At the last meeting, the Taylor .sys- 
tem of scientific m a n a g e m e n t was gone 
over, and at the next meeting, the sub- 
ject of the planning department will 
be taken up. 


After conclusion of regular business, 
George F. Card gave a short talk on 
the importance of looking after the 
small wastes in all business. 
To illus- 
trate his point, Mr. Card showed how 
thirty-five to forty minutes each day 
could be saved in the accounting de- 
partment 
by using a .simple 
device 
easily made at a cost of a few dollars. 
A large number of small slips are used 
for production and inspection reports. 
The 
figures 
on these slips have to be 
transferred to a daily production sheet 
and it is important to know the num- 
Der of slips turned in for each machine. 
This is done in the usual w a y by first 
?oing over the slips to transfer 
the 
figures, and then again to count t h e m 
—a double operation—the 
last 
one 
taking from 
fifteen 
to twenty seconds 
for each machine. 
With the 
device 
shown, the counting of the slips is 
eliminated. 
This is accomplished by a 
tingle natpi-al m o v e m e n t of the thumb, 
luch as is made w h e n turning a leaf, 
in this case, however, four separate 
operations are performed. 
First, 
to 
moisten the thumb; second, to raise 
and turn the slip; third, to automat- 
ically register the count, and fourth, 
o secure the slip under a holder so it

banks over the check clearance sys- 
tem.

There was not much "Peace and 
Good 
Will 
Toward 
Men" in the 
trenches of Flanders 
the first Christmas.

noticed save for the 
customary exchange 
o f t h e s e a s o n ' s 
greetings. 


Christmas seemed 
something stx-angely

frantic efforts

Calais, and,

Sometimes we spofte about the labor 
troubles in 
England, and wondered 
when the great new armies would 
come to our relief. 
But despite these 
disheartening delays we never really 
doubted. 
Sometimes we were impa- 
tient, but we had great confidence in 
those at home supporting us to the 
utmost 


It was not cheerinj? to suiter from ' 
the terrific DomBardments while we | 
could only respond with our limited • 
supplies of shrapnel.

and cheeriness 
of everyone | 
pulled us through the long crisis.

There was always humor for those 
who could see it. 
One day for in- , 
stance, during the unofficial Christmas 
truce, men of a regiment near us met j 
the Saxons half way in No Man's Land ! 
and exchanged cigars, cigarettes and 
"eats." 


Two men of this regiment incauti- 
ously wandered Into the German lines 
and spoiled their Christmas. 
They 
had seen too much and were taken 
prisoners, but were promised special 
consideration. 
For a fortnight fol- 
lowing this truce there was little or 
no fighting, and life was very easy. 
Christmas night the Saxons stuck up 
a notice which read: 


Tonight the trenches we leave. 
Prussians coming. Give them hell. 
The Stop-the-War Westminsters, as 
this regiment was afterward^ called, 
compiled with great enthusiasm. 


We received for Christmas quanti- 
ties of grub from home. 
Two broth- 
ers i7i our platoon got between them 
twenty-two large parcels. 
We had so 
much that we were glad to entertain 


men- from other regiments who had 
fared less well. 
Thanks to our cook, 
a college boy who had run away to 
enlist, we^ had a 
wonderful seven- 
course dinner. This was the menu: 
Sardines 
Tomato Soup 


Canned Herrings in Tomato Sauce 
Pickles and Tongue 
Potted Chicken 
Potatoes (found in a ruined farm 20 
" 
yards behind the lines) 
Canned Peaches (bought in a nearby 
village) 


Army Cheese, Butter, Bread and 
Coffee 


One good fellow labored up to our 
trenches with a surprise in the shape 
of two 
bottles of "bubbly." 
That 
champagne didn't go very far, but the 
man who brought it was acclaimed a 
hero. 


V/e had no kind of entertainment 
except our own conversation. 
But in 
my section, which included two suc- 
cessful r;lectric.*il- engineers, an ana- 
lytical chemist, a . school master, a 
college boy, an author and a civil en- 
gineer, you may be'sure we were not 
dull. 


We drank many 
a toast 
in the 
"bubbly," although - there was no 
draining of bumpers for each one. 


Even war has its compensations, 
and I shall be fortunate if I never 
spend a worse day than my first and 
only Christmas in the trenches.

from a detailed consideration of the 
elaborate systems used in large con- 
cerns, to the more simple ones de- 
signed for small factories.

To illus- 
trate his point, Mr. Card showed how 
thirty-five to forty minutes each day 
could be saved in the accounting de- 
partment by using a simple device 
easily made at a cost of a few dollars. 
A large number of small slips are used 
for production and inspection reports. 
The figures on these slips have to be 
transferred to a daily production sheet 
and it is important to know the num- 
oer of slips turned in for each machine. 
This is done in the usual way by first 
joing over the slips to transfer the 
figures, and then again to count them 
—a double operation—the last one 
taking from fifteen to twenty seconds 
for each machine. 
With the device 


shown, the counting of the slips is 
sliminated. This is accomplished by a 
'ingle natural movement of the thumb, 
men as is made when turning a. leaf, 
tn this case, however, four separate 
operations are performed. 
First, to 


moisten the thumb; second, to raise 
and turn the slip; third, to automat- 
ically register the count, and fourth, 
:o secure the slip under a holder so it 
sannot turn back while transferring 
:he figures. A seemingly small matter 
to be sure, only fifteen seconds; why 
bother with it? But if the account- 
ant were allowed tho time he .could 
save this way, he wouft b'e surprised 
at the end of the year to learn that a 
twenty-day vacation were coming to 
him.
